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HORSE SHOW COVERAGE 








Readers of The Chronicle during the last few weeks have noticed 
certain changes in our coverage of horse shows. Because the number of 
shows is constantly increasing. For the first few years after the war there 
were less than 250 shows to cover; last year The Chronicle covered 513 
shows. Because correspondents and show secretaries have been particular- 
ly hard-working and cooperative, we have been sent copy in such quantities 
that it has been necessary to cut down somewhere. As a temporary ex- 
pedient to meet this situation we-have carried all the statistical summaries 
giving the complete awards and have omitted the paragraphs of descrip- 
tive text with which we normally precede the summaries. Naturally there 
has been comment, some favorable and some unfavorable. Under the cir- 
cumstances this seems like a good time to review the subject. 

Naturally the first limiting factor is the total number of pages. In 
order to break even financially 40% of The Chronicle must be devoted to 
advertising. Since much of our advertising is of a seasonal nature, the 
number of pages varies each week, with a norm of 36, a minimum of 28, 
and a maximum of pages which once or twice a year goes as high as 60 
in special issues. Of the pages devoted to news and articles one third are 
alloted to horse shows, an allotment based partly on the amount of space 
required to cover the subject adequately, and partly on the interests of our 
readers. From a financial point of view it actually is a generous allotment, 
as the space devoted to horse shows costs The Chronicle something over 
$24,000 a year. Only a small portion of this can be recovered through 
advertising, since only the larger shows and exhibitors can afford to ad- 
vertise he balance has therefore to be recovered through subscriptions, 
through the number of people who read The Chronicle primarily because

ers want. According to surveys which we have conducted in the past and 
according to letters, telephone calls and conversations which are received 
every week, exhibitors want to their horses’ names and their own 
names in print. They also want a record of awards—and The Chronicle 
for many years has carried by far the most complete record published of 
the ribbon winners in hunter, jumper and hunter seat equitation classes. 
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These wants also carry through as 
far as others connected with horse 
shows are concerned—officials, rid- 
ers, stable managers and grooms. 
The summaries supply these wants 
in the most complete and succinct 
form available. 

When it comes to additional com- 
ment on the shows the general feel- 
ing seems to be that there are rela- 
tively few people with the time and 
ability to write about horse shows 
who also know enough to criticize 
intelligently the performance of 
horse and rider, and that the efforts 
of these people can best be utilised 
in covering the major shows. As for 
the smaller shows there is no par- 
ticular interest in paragraphs which 
merely repeat the information con- 
tained in the summaries; these 
should be reserved only for events 
which are new, amusing or of spe- 
cial interest. 

Our present policy is to publish 
the complete summaries of all shows 
and qualified comment on the major 
shows, with as much comment on 
the smaller shows as we have room 
for. Perhaps our readers would pre- 
fer another pattern, such as fewer 
summaries and more comment. We 
hope you will write and tell us what 
you think.

Mr. Amory Haskell’s Blue Sparkler Leads All the 
Way To Win the Atlantic City Handicap

Mr. Mike Barry is the editor of a 
weekly paper known as the Kentucky 
Irish American, but he would rather 
be picking horses. 

The editorial policy of the paper is 
violently forthright. If Mr. Barry 
thinks that a governor of a certain 
horse-producing state would be out of 
place in the White House, Mr. Barry 
says so. There are no subtle innuen- 
does; the rock-crushing Barry type- 
writer simply pulverizes. 

Though Mr. Barry’s editorials on 
subjects of national importance are 
epics of unhibited prose, he seems to 
be having more fun when he writes 
about sports, whether it is the Louis- 
ville Colonels, the Kentucky Derby or 
the horse that won the eighth at Rock- 
ingham on a Tuesday. 

The Barry appraisals of compara- 
tive form, though often presented in a 
rollicking manner, drip with horse lore. 

When making his analysis of the 
field for the $100,000 Atlantie City 
Handicap, Mr. Barry exhibited a brand 
of perspicacity bordering on prescience. 
(How did he know Nashua was going 
to be scratched?) 

“At the weights,’’ he said, “I may 
try Blue Sparkler.”’ 

If Mr. Barry happened to be at 
Atlantic City, or if it is possible to 
make arrangements with somebody in 
Louisville to hold a friendly wager, the 
Kentucky Irishman is on a very solid 
financial footing at this time. 

Atlantic City 

The Atlantic City Handicap (August 
11) is a strange race in an age of un- 
usual horse contests. Mr. James P. 
Ross, handicapper and racing secre- 
tary at the track, drew up a list of 
weights including horses that he thinks 
have a right to be running for 100 G’s. 

Then he sent out invitations, and 
there was a bit of a string attached. 
Your horse, even with the engraved 
card, couldn’t get in if there were 
enough better ones. 

Naturally, Nashua was scheduled to 
run in it, as the winner’s share was to 
he $65,000 and Mr. Turner obeyed the 
(unwritten) 130-pound law. 

With 129 pounds assigned to the 
back of the Combs & Company run- 
ner, few save the aforementioned Mr. 
Barry were crazy enough to _ pick 
against Nashua. But, on paper, this race 
appeared to be one that might produce 
an upset. It happened three hours be- 
fore post time. Nashua had an upset 
stomach. 

The horse that has been a pain in 
the stomach to the owners of other 
horses, had one himself, 

This was a tremendous disappoint- 
ment to the racing fans who had been 
looking forward all week to the thrill 


of taking $2.80 for $2, but it was a big 
thing for racing’s under-privileged— 
those whose horses are weighted on a 
basis of past performance. 

So everybody relaxed—there was no 
worry about a minus pool—and had a 
grand afternoon’s racing, with $371, 
745 wagered on the main event, and 
$2,462,583 handled during the after- 
noon, of which the track was permitted 
to retain $147,754.98, plus admission 
fees. 

The heroine of the race was Wood- 
land Farm’s Blue Sparkler, the filly 
that won the Champlain at Jamaica and 
then was placed second for taking up 
too much room in the stretch. 

Woodland Farm belongs’ to Mr. 
Amory Haskell, president of Monmouth 
Park, which is just up the beach a 
piece from Atlantic City. 

The four-year-old filly, with 113 
pounds up, dashed off to an early lead 
and hung on to win. Find and Skip- 
per Bill ran at her and shaved down 
her margin but they couldn’t catch her 
in a mile and one-eighth. Fellows like 
Mr. Barry, who liked the filly, receiv- 
ed $19.40 for each $2 ventured. 

It was Blue Sparkler by half a length 
with Skipper Bill a nose before Find 
at the end. Mister Gus ,coming off a 
record-breaking race at Arlington Park, 
was made the favorite, but couldn’t get 
better than fourth. 

The $65,000 purse puts Blue Spark- 
ler at $112,725 for 1956. She has 4 
wins and 2 seconds in 7 starts. Her 
stakes wins were in the Molly Pitcher 
and Regret Handicaps, besides the At- 
lantic City. 

The filly is by Knave High, from 
Blue Tiara, by Opera Hat. 

She was bred by Woodland Farm. 

Sammy Boulmeitis had the mount 
on Blue Sparkler. 

Harry Wells trains the Woodland 
horses. 

Monmouth Park 

Coming down the stretch for the 
final days of its highly successful meet- 
ing, Monmouth Park scheduled two 
stakes in three days. The first of these 
was the Rumson Handicap, a_ six-fur- 
long dash for three-year-olds and up, 
which was run on August 6. 

Decathlon was made the favorite, as 
he usually is in three-quarter-mile 
sprints but he wasn’t up to it this time. 

Hie led for awhile, but Star Rover 
was knocking at him and grabbed the 
lead and held it to the stretch. Brook- 
field Farms’ Impromptu, in close con- 
tention all the way, fought it out 
through the stretch and got a nose de- 
cision. Carrying 113 pounds, he was 
getting seven from Star Rover, and an 
actual eight, but 15 by the scale, from 
the three-year-old Decathlon. 
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Admiral Vee finished third, beating 
Decathlon by half a length. 

Impromptu paid a healthy $21.90 in 
the mutuels. 

He is a four-year-old bay colt by 
Pavot, from Chance Shot’s daughter, 
Crystal Maze. 

Brookfield (Harry Z. Isaacs) which 
bred him, received $12,150 for his 
Rumson effort. The race gave Im- 
promptu his second win in 7 1956 
starts. He has been third once, and his 
earnings for the year add up to $19, 
600. He earned $51,625 in 1955, with 
2 wins, 3 seconds and 4 thirds in 12 
tries. 

E. I. Kelly trains Impromptu. Benny 
Green had the ride in the Rumson. 


The alertness of the keepers of the 
Caliente book never was better brought 
to light than in their reaction to the 
Sapling Stakes (August 8). 

A horse named Ben Lomond was 
held at 400 to 1 in the book on the 
morning of the eighth, but, ere the 
sun had set, the price was down to 40 
to 1—and he didn’t win it. 

King Hairan, the Florida-bred speed 
demon showed he can still lick any so- 
and-so in the house (if Bold Ruler is 
off somewhere else).

*Colt Bought For $87,000 By Mrs. Richard Lunn 





The saratoga yearling market opened 
strong, although the quality of the first 
evening's offering was decidedly mixed, 
the buyers were out in force and readily 
paid good money for anything with rea- 
sonable credentials. The high bidders 
were quite as conscious of conformation 
as of pedigree. More than one colt 
with modest ancestry, but outstanding 
good looks, sold close to ten thousand 
dollars. Sensation of the evening was 
the sale of the grey Hyperion *colt out 
of Sayani. Seller, buyer and underbidder 
all have Upperville Virginia as their ad 
dress—The Homestead Farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. Taylor Hardin who imported and 
conditioned the colt; the Llangollen Farm 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Whitney Lunn who was 
high bidder, and the Brookmeade Farm 
of Mrs. Dodge Sloan who forced her 
next door neighbor to go to eighty seven 
thousand dollars, setting a new Ameri- 
can record for a yearling sold at public 
auction. 


Newstead sold the second high colt to 
another Virginia owner and _ breeder, 
Christopher Chenery of The Meadow, 
Doswell, Va. who paid twenty nine thous- 
and for another import, the *brown colt 
by Tehran out of Andromeda, half sister 
to Tulyar. 

A bay colt consigned by Harry Mid- 
dendorf of Boston, by Count Fleet out of 
Mom, a three-fourths sister to Risque 
Rogue brought seventeen thousand five 
hundred from the Barclay Stable of John 
McCashin of Philadelphia. The Rolling 
Plains Stable of Mrs. Joseph Walker, Jr. 
of Unionville, Pennsylvania, offered a 
chestnut filly by Case Ace out of the 
Hyperion mare High Stepper II, which 
brought a high bid of fifteen thousand 
from William Post, agent. 

Forty five head brought three hundred 
forty one thousand nine hundred to 
average seventy five hundred and ninety 
eight dollars.

Mr. John A. Morris's Missile caused 
the favorite players more than ordin- 
ary anguish, when he dash to victory 
in the Flash Stakes on August 6. He 
brought $66.30 to the people who saw 
him win the Dover at Delaware and 
thought enough of him to risk two 
bucks. 

Tar Man, at 89 to 1, finished second, 
and Cohoes, a member of the third- 
choice Greentree entry was third. Two 
other longshots, Clem and Bora dead- 
heated for fourth. 

Neartic, the Canadian juvenile star 
was the public choice. He ended up in 
eighth place. 

The $12,100 Missile added to his 


bank account brought the total to 
$32,730. 

The colt (War Relic—Inajiffy, by 
*HIleliopolis) has started 9 times, has 
4 wins, a second and a third. 

W. Lester was aboard for the Flash. 

W. C. Stephens trains for Mr. Morris. 

Crown Crest Farm bred Missile and 
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got $11,000 for him at the Keeneland 
Sales last year. 

The two-year-old trllies are making 
it very difficult for Turf students to 
decide which of them is second best to 
Leallah. 

Miss Blue Jay put in a strong claim 
when she took the Schuylervile, on 
August 8. 

She and Jockey Eric Guerin had to 
fight for it, but, finally, they grabbed 
the prize by dfeating Snow White by 
three-quarters of a lengh. Tourbillonte 
was third and Snow White’s stable- 
mate, Defilade, fourth.

Mrs. O. Phipps’ Affable Wins Driving Finish In 
The Promise Hurdles; F. D. Adams Up

A brand new stake featured the first 
week of infield racing at Saratoga aptly 
named “The Promise’. Designed exclu- 
sively for three-year-old hurdlers, it is 
something of an innovation for the jump- 
ing sport, for there are few opportunities 
for “youngsters” to compete in their own 
age group. 

The Promise drew a field of eight and 
it was a spirited race from start to finish 
Overlooked somewhat in the betting, 
Affable, a big, good looking brown geld- 
ing by Ambiorix out of Graciously, ran 
off with top honors, scoring by three 
quarters of a length, over Tarboots, the 
favorite, who was an equal distance in 
front of Dromond. Ideal View finished 
fourth another length and a half back. 

Run at a mile and a half, the field got 
off well, with Sanford Stud Farms’ Ideal 
View taking a narrow lead shortly after 
the start, with Montpelier’s Dromond 
vying for the lead, followed by Tarboots 
and the eventual winner. The remain- 
der of the field followed in close order 
for about a turn of the field, but midway 
down the far side, Dromond got the ad- 
vantage and opened a daylight lead, with 
Ideal View and Affable closest, while 
the “bug” rider, Willard Thompson on 
Tarboots was in close quarters and for 
the second time during the running of 
the race ,ran into trouble after leaving 
the final jump on the far side, and run- 
ning by the dangerous pylon just before 
the turn. Rounding the far turn, Dooley 
Adams on Affable moved closer to the 
leader, and then went into command at 
the head of the stretch by almost two 
lengths. Dromond under a strong ride 
from Albert Foot moved closer again 
over the last hurdle, and appeared a cer- 
tain second, until Thompson on Tarboots, 
with some racing room, closed in the 
last seventy yards to garner the place 
award. Ideal View seemed to hang in 
the closing stages of the race, and re- 
putedly popped a shin, while his stable- 
mate, Keelhaul, finished a distant last, 
after breaking down in the race. 

While not taking away from Affable’s 
victory, it appeared that Tarboots was 
the best horse in the race, and was 
beaten by a combination of bad racing 
luck as well as understandable inexperi- 
ence on the part of his rider over the 
difficult far side of the hurdle course 
here 

Affable is owned by Mrs. Ogden Phipps 
and trained by G. H. Bostwick. In the 
Promise, he carried 135 pounds, level 
with Tarboots, by virtue of the Thomp- 
son’s apprentice allowance, and in re- 
ceipt of 10 lbs., from Dromond which, as 
a winner of two races previously, picked 
up 145 lbs. Last year as a two-year-old, 
six races on the flat were all out of the 
money efforts for Affable. In three prev- 
ious starts this year over hurdles, he 
has been fourth, second and third re- 
spectively, and in the Promise, as well 
as two of his other starts, his jumping 
left something to be desired. However, 
with the exception of Dromond, this 
might also be said of the remainder of 
the field. 


Time for the race was 3:02-2/5, a little 
less than four seconds off the course 
mark. 

In the winner’s circle after the race, 
Mrs .Ogden Phipps accepted a trophy, 
which was presented by Rigan McKinney 
on behalf of the Association. 

The jumping season here opened with 
an easy win for W. C. MacMillan, Jr.’s 
Nassau Derby, a four-year-old Rhodes 
Scholar gelding from Wanna Hygro, bred 
by the Bayard Tuckermans. Ridden by 
Willard Thompson, Nassau Derby was 
held close to the pace for about a mile, 
then went to the top with ease and won 
by nine lengths. In a race that was 
marked with some crowding, Evan Jack- 
son came from behind in the last half 
and worked his way forward to reach 
contention around the last turn. On the 
outside, he missed interference round- 
ing into the homestretch, and then drew 
clear of the others to put him fifteen 
lengths to the fore of Crucial which fin- 
ished third, a head in front of Resist. 
The race was designed for maiden hur- 
dlers at a mile and three quarters, and 
while some of the starters lacked experi- 
ence over jumps, and even considering 
the in and out nature of the far side 
hurdles, the race was as rough as most 
any on the major tracks. 


The following day, Mr. and Mrs. Alli- 
son Stern were on hand to see Glen- 
cannon score (and soar) over 13 brush 
fences to reach the wire four on top. 
Leading from start to finish, M. Hoey 
did a good job on a horse which is on 
the rank side. Curly Joe ran closest to 
him most of the trip ,and finished in that 
position, some dozen lengths in front of 
Swords Point, who took the second jump, 
the water, in poor fashion, and then re 
fused to extend himself for the remain- 
der of the race. But’n Ben was fourth 
after running an even race throughout, 
but never was in serious contention. 
This was the first race over the brush 
course here, and the comment from rid- 
ers and trainers was uniformly good. 
They were built by the Saratoga staff 
under the direction of Ann Clair, the 
Track Superintendent, with some assist 
from the Course Committee under Ray 
Woolfe. 


On Wednesday, a claiming hurdle race 
at a mile and three quarters developed 
into a tight two horse race in the closing 
stages. Shortly after the break, Mill 
River Stable’s Eternal Son went out to 
set the pace, and held that position until 
around the last turn, where Hurst Park 
under a hustling ride from M. Hoey 
ranged up to challenge for the lead. 
Running head and head around the turn, 
Hurst Park drew out slightly approach- 
ing the final hurdle, and then held the 
advantage to score by a length and a 
half. It was twelve lengths back to Ares 
for the show position, and an equal dis- 
tance to Jet Command, for fourth. Get 
Lost, the third choice in the betting 
could do no better than fifth after a 
rough trip, and returned for unsaddling 
cut about the legs. 
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A disappointment during the week was 
the failure of The Shillelah Steeplechase 
to fill satisfactorily. Scheduled as an 
overnight race this year, the race carried 
a $5,000 purse, but only drew four en- 
tries. 

Final race of the week was a claiming 
hurdle on Saturday with a field of seven, 
well matched jumpers. On the strength 
of his last few races, and an earlier vic- 
tory this year over Chamborg and Police- 
man Day, Wm. M. Duryea’s Breakers 
Ahead was favored in the betting, but 
in this race he could do no better than 
fourth, after appearing a certain second 
at the final hurdle where a bobble mov- 
ed him back. Mildly surprising, Happy 
Hill Farm’s Knock’s Twice was the vic- 
tor in a close finish, leaving Rebel Coat, 
and Tall Mound the secondary honors 
in that order. Rebel Coat, which occas- 
ionally runs a good race, ran one of his 
best in this race, and only succumbed to 
the winner in the final sixteenth.

“Ribot—Best Horse in the World”. So 


ran the headline in the Sporting Life 
(England’s equivalent of Daily Racing 
Form) on Monday, July 23 and under- 


neath it came the account of the Italian 
four-year-old’s success in the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
at Ascot two days earlier 

It is a sentiment with which I agree. 
Not because I happen to be employed by 
the paper but because I feel that Ribot’s 
record of 14 wins in as many races spread 
over three seasons entitles him to the 
honour. I do not suppose that anyobdy 
in California will agree but there it is! 

The King George VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth Stakes is a young race—in its in- 
fancy by English standards—for it was 
founded as recently as 1951 as Racing’s 
contribution to the Festival of Britain. 

Worth the equivalent of some $70,000 
and run over a mile and a half, it is de- 
signed to bring the classic three-year- 
olds of Europe into battle against the 
best of the older horses left in training.

There was a delay of over ten minutes 
while the Belgian entry Todari (easily 
the best three-year-old in that country) 
charged tke tapes, unshipped his young 
rider and made off round the course at 
a brisk canter. While Todari was ““warm- 
ing up” his opponents were fretting and 
only one of the jockeys, Harry Carr on 
High Veldt elected to get out of the sad- 
dle and thus take 8st 4lb off his mount’s 
back. 

The start, when finally effected, was a 
rugged one, France’s Patras being hope- 
lessly left and Chantelsey dwelling a 
little, but the others cracked off down 
the hill and considering the conditions, 
did a remarkably fast first half mile in 
51.2 secs. 

Just afterwards the field came into 
Swinley Bottom, lowest point on the 
course, where the ground was really cut 
up. Ribot was unfortunate enough to

strike a particularly bad patch and his 
rider Camici is reported to have said 
afterwards that it was all he could do to 
keep the colt on his feet. 

All the way up the stiff hill and into 
the final turn Todari held his lead. 
Ribot was now second, but still far from 
happy or striding out freely. Carr, who 
rode a model race on High Veldt, slip- 
ped the Queen’s little colt into a posi- 
tion on the rails 

Mr. Joe McGrath’s Roistar, who had 
been going well, snuffed out a few 
strides afterwards. A handsome colt, but 
good as he looks. Chantelsey’s 
stamina was exhausted, but there was 
still plenty of fight left in High Veldt 
and he and Ribot set sail for the Bal- 
sian at the same moment, heading him 
with two furlongs to go 

For nearly another furlong the little 
English chestnut stuck to his sturdier 
Italian rival, but then Ribot got into top 
gear for the first time in the race. 
Stretching away, with no more urging 
than Camici had used in the early stages, 
he put five lengths between himself and 
High Veldt by the time the post was 
reached 

They ran the last quarter (most of it 


not as 


a 
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uphill) in 26.8 sees. to return an overall 
figure of 2m 40.24 secs. Nowhere near a 
record, of course, but a good figure con- 
sidering the conditions and some 13 sec- 
onds faster than another race run over 
the same distance an hour later. 

Less than 24 hours after Ribot’s vic- 
tory his owners Donna Lydia Tesio and 
the Marchese Incisa della Rochetta de- 
cided to retire their colt. Undisputed 
champion in his own country at two, 
three and four years, he carried the 
Italian flag proudly in his two missions 
abroad, to Longhchamp for the Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe and to Ascot. 

“You did not see the real Ribot today”, 
explained the stable’s representatives to 
us after his latest win. ‘Had conditions 
been normal he would have come home 
nearly a furlong in front.” 

A good deal of Ribot’s early history 
was dealt with in my story on the Prix 
de |’Are de Triomphe last October. He 
is by a Tesio stallion Tenerani, winner 
of many good stakes in Italy and Eng- 
land and now at our National stud, out 
of a mare with English ancestry. 


Ribot himself is not a big horse and 
not strikingly handsome but he is hard 
to fault. A bay with black points, he has

a kind, intelligent head and good, clean 
legs; powerful over the back and loins 
and tremendously deep in the chest. 

Walking, he has a graceful, easy swing 
and carries his tail well in. His stride, 
when at full stretch, is long but low to 
the ground; almost, as one writer put it, 
like a hare’s. It was great to have Ribot 
in this country if only for a few days.

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VINTAGE YEAR FOR OWNERS 

The year 1956 ought to go down asa sort 
of vintage year for owners. For this is the 
first time in America, as far as I can de- 
tect, that the owners of Thoroughbreds in- 
stead of the racing secretaries assign 
weights for handicap races. 

This marks the capitulation of racing sec- 
retaries to the economic necessity of 
allowing their employers to make money. It 
has apparently been accepted that Nashua 
will not be asked to carry more than 130 
pounds because if the handicapper assigns 
more, the colt just won’t run, And, if the 
colt won’t run, the track loses a lot of cus- 
tomers who would come and pay their ad- 
mission fees and perhaps make a wager or 
two just to see Nashua run. So the tracks 
vie for the attraction of the ex-Belair 
runner and nobody would think of putting 
more than 130 pounds on him. Now, they 
are even beginning to shade that by a pound 
or two here and there. 

With that limitation imposed upon the 
racing secretaries, ali they can do is take 
weight offthe other horses which, of course, 
is all right down toa point. However, below 
a certain point it doesn’t make mueh diff- 
erence how much you lighten a runner’s 
load. The horse can run only so fast and 
that’s that. You know and I know and the 
handicapper knows that those very light 
weights don’t mean a thing in actual prac- 
tice. 

The fallacy of this whole business, aside 
from the obvious one of letting owners do 
the handicapping of their own horses, is 
that there is not a linear relationship be- 
tween weight and performance for any 
particular horse. As you add weight the 
horse slows up, with perhaps a certain 
point at which each pound begins to have 
more effect than it would have below that 
certain point, giving a parabolic instead of 
a linear relationship. Whatever the math- 





ematical form of the relationship event- 
ually you can add enough weight so that 
the horse cannot move an inch, 

Toassume that taking weight off works the 
Same way is just silly. It takes effect 
only down to the point at which the horse 
reaches his maximum speed and then the 
effect stops. To demonstrate just how 
silly the hypothesis is that you can in- 
crease speed indefinately by reducing 
weight, the ultimate would be zero weight 
and infinite speed. In that case, a horse 
with no rider and no tack could do a mile 
in nothing flat, or two miles or four miles 
also in nothing flat. Then, if youcut off his 
mane and his tail and shaved him, thereby 
reducing his weight further, he couldruna 
mile in less than nothing flat. That is 
really ridiculous, isn’t it. But itis nomore 
ridiculous than saying, ‘‘I’ll run my horse 
with no more than 130 pounds, Just take it 
off the others.”’ R, J. Clark

International Show Jumping 
Steinkraus and Chapot a Success

The great debate in and around the 
White City Stadium during the International 
Horse Show (England’s C,H.1L0O.) last 
month centred on the jumping courses. 
They were too stiff - incredibly enough 
Miss Dawn Palethorpe is reported tohave 
been in tears after winning the Queen 
Elizabeth II Cup for the second year run- 
ning, all because of the difficult course; 
they were nbt stiff enough; they were too 
twisty; they were too upright with not e- 
nough good spread fences in the conti- 
nental style. There is something to be said 
for all these points, for the one thing that 
most observers agreed about was that, 
with a few exceptions, the jumping was 
undistinguished. There was no really bad 
jumping - indeed the average of perfor- 
mance by English horses in England is 
far higher than it was a few years ago - 
but there was little brilliance. 

Two things are to be blamed for this: 
first, quite correctly, the courses; and, 
secondly, the heat. In the first four days 
of the show we had our English summer, 
and as usual it came in full force, reaching 
its climax on Thursday for the Nations 
Cup, when the horses were definitely feel- 
ing the heat and, probably the hard going. 
We have long since learned to put up with 
our weather, but it is time we had less 
patience over our show-jumping courses. 
They were original and interesting seven 
years ago, but now they have the mono- 
tony of repetition - and need a coat of 
paint. The jumps are solid and good but 
they are of the type now seen at nearly 
a thousand shows up and down the country 
throughout the year and inspire neither re- 
spect nor interest. 

We all have our problems, and the English 
one is that of divided loyalties - onthe one 
hand to purely national jumping (B.S.J.A.), 
which holds the great bulk of riders, in- 
cluding all the professionals, and oi the 
other to international styles (F.E.I.), which 
are favoured by a small handful of riders 
and by an ever-growing public, thanks to 
television and to our successes abroad the 
last few years. At White City the course 
builders - pity them! - have to make the 
best of both worlds. This year they failed, 
mainly because they combined twists and 
turns and awkward angles, suitable for 
F.E.L, speed courses (parcours de chasse) 
with a table A competition and upright 
B.S.J.A. fences, all set consistently higher 
than those which our national jumpers 
normally meet on a first round. However, 
the courses definitely favoured English 
riders and horses, which is reflected in 
the fact that we won 7 out of the 11 main 
international competitions; on the other 


- 


hand these 7 wins were gained by five 
riders: Alan Oliver (who represents the 
extreme national school of acrobatics), 
Dawn Palethorpe, Pat Smythe, Wilf White 
and Harry Llewellyn, all of whom have 
been in the limelight for many years. 
It would be healthier for British show- 
jumping if they had some challengers. 
The only international challenge during 
the week came from U.S.A. and Brazil. 
The former was sustained by Steinkraus 
and Chapot alone; Warren Wofford and 
Hollandia were not in form, and Wiley 
and his horses never appeared at all. The 
performance of the first two was praise- 
worthy in every way, confirming the good 
impression they gave at Stockholm and in 
Germany where they were considered un- 
lucky not to have won more. Chapot and 
Matador gave USA their first victory in 
the Country Life and Riding Cup, a Table 
A competition with the first jump-off 
against the clock. There were 7 clear 
rounds out of 29 starters - a greater 
proportion than in most of the competi- 
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tions, but only two were clear again, 
Matador and an English horse from the 
north, Distinguished Gent, ridden by John 
Lanni and owned by A, Massarella & 
Sons. The big palomino fairly flew the 
raised fences to the delight of the crowd, 
winning by a clear 6 seconds. 

The same evening came the King George 
V Cup - the British equivalent of a Grand 
Prix, except that this is, I think, the only 
grand prix competition in Europe in which 
women Cannot compete, which now-a-days 
seems a bit of nonsense! This was the 
course that aroused most ire - 17 actual 
obstacles with 5 sharpish turns and with- 
out a reasonable straight run anywhere, 
all upright except three and none, except 
the first, under 4 ft. 6 ins; on the other 
hand the combination intervals were per- 
fect and few horses went wrong there. 
It was not easy - but who expects a grand 
prix course to be easy? Tenth to jump, 
Steinkraus and First Boy made the first 
clear round. Thereafter there was some 
singularly uninspired jumping until Night 
Owl appeared and made the course look 
simple. Then the contest finally fizzled 
out and Steinkraus was left on the field, 
declaring First Boy as the holder of the 
King George V Cup for 1956. A sorry 
flop was redeemed by these two rounds, 
which were a joy to watch and a credit to 
horse, rider and trainer, Unencumbered 
by useless impedimenta and strangling 
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nosebands, which made so many of the 
British horses goround fighting for breath, 
the two horses went at a quiet, evengallop 
all through, reaching each fence calm 
and well placed, in a manner that would 
have delighted the hearts of Caprilli arid his 
interpreter, Santini. The rider’s position 
and handling of the situation were also in 
the classic mould, remaining in firm con- 
trol with the minimum of interference. I 
only hope that a good many British riders 
not only saw but took in the lesson, 

As a team Brazil were consistent and 
generally pleasing to watch on their small 
criollo-bred horses, with plenty of spring 
but lack of scope, which found White City 
courses slightly more to their liking than 
Stockholm, It was surprising that Pessoa 
and Menezes did not do better with Re- 
lincho, Diablito and Caramelo. Their best 
effort was nearly tosnatch away the Prince 
of Wales Cup from Britain. If Caramelo 
had not faulted at the last jump, there would 
at least have been a jump-off. As it is the 
British team just got home with a total of 
20 faults against 24 by Brazil. 

No one could cavil at the conventional 
puissance course for the Lonsdale Cham- 
pionship for the Moss Bros, Cup, and 13 
out of 30 got into the first jump-off. Only 
4 survived to the next - Oliver and Red 
Admiral, Wyles and The Monarch, Llew- 
ellyn and Aherlow, and White and Nize- 
fela. Red Admiral and The Monarch fell 
our, and Aherlow and Nizefela had a go 
at the 6 ft. S ins. red wall. Aherlow, who 
has gone higher than this on the continent 
a few years ago with Holland-Martin, took 
it in her stride, in complete harmony with 
her rider and looked good for several 
inches more; but Nizefela, whose range 
is not so wide, had a brick down, giving a 
most popular victory to Harry Llewellyn 
after the most exciting contest of the 
week, 

A short B,S,J.A. national championship 
course was produced for the Daily Mail 
victor ludorum Cup, and there were 5 
clear rounds out of 27 runners. The con- 
test went to its appointed two barrages, 
when Alan Oliver and Galway Boy won the 
cup for the first time by one fifth ofa 
second from Pat Smythe and Flanagan. He 
was third on John Gilpin, and Steinkraus 
and Night Owl were fourth. 

The other international competition win- 
ners were: Horse and Hound Cup Alan 
Oliver and Red Admiral (GB). Metro- 
politan Stakes Captain Ozcelik and Es- 
kimo (Turkey), The Imperial Cup W,H. 
White and Nizefela (GB). Jig-saw com- 
petition (Pairs) Pat Smythe and Carousel 
III/ Dawn Palethorpe and Holywell Sur- 
prise. White City Stadium Cup Marchese 
L. de Medici and Irish Rover.

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$7,500 Prize For Jumpers; 
All Classes To Be Judged 
Under F. E. I. Rules 


A jumper championship tournament 
worth $7,500, one of the largest guaran- 
teed prizes ever to be offered in an 
American horse show, will be a feature 
of the greatly expanded three day Cere- 
bral Palsy Horse Show to be held at 
Allendale, N. J. October 12-13-14. The 
championship will be decided on the 
basis of points accumulated in 6 jumping 
contests over courses patterned after 
those of the famous international horse 
shows of Europe, with $3,000 going to 
the champion and the rest divided 
amongst the next 7 runners-up. In addi- 
tion, each of the 6 jumper classes will 
have its own separate prize money. 

The tournament will be the high point 
in three days of what is expected to be 
the biggest horse show ever held in New 
Jersey. It will climax a program that 
will include more than 100 classes, worth 
a total of $15,000, including a special 
$1,000 championship for green jumpers, 
also based on points. The entire profits 
of the show will be donated to the Ber- 
gen County Cerebral Palsy Center in 
Ridgewood. 

For the first time in its seven year 
history the Allendale competition will be 
a three day show. Previously it ran for 
two days. To meet the demand for addi- 
tional space the site of the show has 
been moved to Crestwood Lake Park, 
which will allow the show to maintain 
four separate riding rings as well as 
large outside course for hunters. 

Another “first” at this. year’s exhibi- 
tion will be the judging of all jumper 
classes under international rules. These 
are the same rules that govern the rid- 
ing events in the Olympic Games, and 
insure more thrilling competition than is 
usually seen in local shows. The Allen- 
dale jumping courses, considered by ex- 
perts last year as among the best in the 
country, will be all new and all pattern- 
ed after those used in international com- 
petition. 

An area 375 feet by 250 feet has been 
set aside for this purpose, which is be- 
lieved to be the largest jumper ring ever 
seen in the New York metropolitan area. 
Obstacles will include a complete assort- 
ment of fences, walls and brush jumps, 
plus a permanent natural stone wall and 
a water jump. 

Besides the open jumper division, 
which is expected to attract the finest 
jumping horses in the nation, there will 
be classes for green jumpers and chil- 
dren’s jumpers as well as conformation 
and working hunters. There will also be 
a complete children’s equitation division 
in both saddle and hunter seat and a 
special pony division. 

In keeping with the Allendale show’s 
avowed support of the aims of the Unit- 
ed States Equestrian Team in developing 
future international riders, there will be 
a U. S. E. T. Medal Class, a J. H. A. 
Dressage Medal Class, and several other 
dressage classes each day. Internation- 
ally famous horsemen will be among the 
judges scoring the jumper and dressage 
events.

Pro-Brandy 

First quasi-official appraisal of the 
2-year-old situation comes from the Cal- 
iente Future Book which has released 
its opening “line” on the $100,000-added 
Garden State Stak«s, October 27. 

The Mexican bookmakers have pegged 
six colts at 10-1 or less in the mile and a 
sixteenth race, and one of them, -Pro- 
Brandy, is a Maryland-bred son of a 
Maryland stallion. 

Favorite on the Caliente “line’”’ among 
the 237 nominees is Wheatley Stable’s 
Bold Ruler at 5-1, but this son of *Nas- 
rullah is currently sidelined by a pulled 
muscle in his hind quarter and his 
trainer, Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, has de- 
clined to guess when the colt will be 
back in action 

Pro-Brandy, a $5,000 yearling sales 
bargain for the Carolyn K. Stable, was 
bred by Larry MacPhail, but credit for 
the mating of Double Brandy to Proverb 
must really go to the late Mrs. Robert 
H. Heighe 

It was Mrs. Heighe who owned Pro- 
verb in 1953 and bred her to C. Ewing 
Tuttle’s noted distance winner. Upon 
Mrs. Heighe’s death, her stock was sold 
at a dispersal and MacPhail purchased 
Proverb in foal to the son of Question- 
naire 

MacPhail then sold the foal last year 
at Garden State to the stable owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Irving Kirschbaum 

Pro-Brandy, winner of the Pimlico 
Nursery, is held at 10-1 in the Caliente 
Future Book, despite his poor fifth to 
Melson in Monmouth’s Tyro Stakes.. 
That race, however, was at 542 furlongs, 
and the Garden State Stakes (the world’s 
richest race) is at eight and a half fur- 
longs 

Anyone who has ever seen Pro-Brandy 
run knows full well that distance events 
will prove his meat 

John Pons, who operates the Country 
Life Farm and is president of the Mary- 
land Horse Breeders’ Association, recalls 
that he was an underbidder on Proverb 
at the Heighe dispersal 

“When I saw MacPhail bidding, I knew 
I couldn’t get her,” said Pons. “I guess 
we both thought we'd go to that sale and 
buy a good mare cheap.” 

Sun Bahram 

Sun Bahram, a stakes-winning son of 
the great race horse Bahram, has been 
transferred from Virginia to the Mary- 
land Farm of Danny Shea near Hyde, 
Maryland 

Owned by Mrs. E. H. Ellison, Jr., Sun 
Bahram gained one of his most notable 
triumphs in Delaware Park’s Leonard 
Richards Stakes in 1949, earning $23,- 
830. 

Capot was the actual winner of that 
mile and an eighth race but was dis- 
qualified because of interference caused 
by his stablemate Wine List 

Bahram, one of England’s greatest 
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Triple Crown winners, was exported to 
South America (where he later died) 
following a brief stud career in this 
country. Owned by the Aga Khan when 
running, Bahram won the Triple Crown 
in 1935. 


Rout Order 


Among the entrants for Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred breeding show is a year- 
ling son of a 25-year-old Man o’War 
mare. The show, to be held at Timonium 
Fair Grounds August 30, has drawn a 
good-sized entry list, according to Stew- 
art Sears, business manager for the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. 

The handsome chestnut yearling colt 
out of the Man o’War mare Marching 
Along is owned by H. Robertson Fenwick 
of the Warburton Farm near Glyndon.
